They and 
other facts answer “ Yes” to 
the many questions people are 
asking, which all add up to 
this: “ Is there really anything 
we can do?” 
I cannot tell you there is a 
simple, cheap way to protect 
yourself if you are in the very 
center of a target when it re­ 
ceives a direct hit. 
But millions of us will not 
be there. 
And many thousands near 
the center of destruction could 
survive, with knowledge and 
protection. 


OUT IN OPEN 
First, let us assume you are 
caught in the most defenseless 
position— out in the open, with 
no warning an attack is com­ 
ing. 
The first sign is a tremen­ 
dous light, thousands of times 
brighter than the sun or a flash 
of lightning. There’s no mis­ 
taking what it is. 
If you sense it, don’t look at 
it. It could blind you. 
Throw yourself instantly to 
the ground, and preferably be­ 
hind some protection, such as 
a building, the curb of a street, 
a culvert, even a tree, any­ 
thing to put protection be­ 
tween you and that flash. Lie 
as flat as you can.

Computer Center 


M A R T IN S B U R G , W. Va. 
UP>— T he Internal R ev en u e 
Serv ice a n n o u n c e d today a 
tw o-ye ar s p e e d u p in its p r o ­ 
g r a m to process all tax r e ­ 
turns automatically at an elec­ 
tronic computer center in this 
Shenandoah Valley city. 


Internal 
Revenue 
Commis­ 
sioner Mortimer M. Caplin said 
IRS expects to complete the 
conversion to computer opera­ 
tions by 1966. The agency had 
been thinking earlier in terms 
of 1968 or possibly 1969. 


The 
speedup anouncement 
was made in a speech Caplin 
prepared for the dedication of 
a $750.000 national computer 
center here. This brick struc­ 
ture eventually will house a 
m aster file on 80 million in­ 
dividual and corporate taxpay­ 
ers. The /ile will cover 400 
miles of magnetic taoe to be 
stored in a single room about 
30 by 40 feet. 


ID E N T IT Y N U M B E R 
As part oe the shift to elec­ 
tronic tax 
processing, 
every 
taxpayer will be given an iden­ 
tity num ber so individual ac­ 
counts won't get mixed up. For 
85 per cent of all taxpayers, 
this will be their Social Secur­ 
ity number. All others will be 
assigned numbers similar to 
those used in the Social Secur­ 
ity program. 


Secretary of the Treasury 
Douglas Dillon, a n o th er parti­ 
cipant in the dedication, em ­ 
phasized in his p re p a re d r e ­ 
m arks that “the new technique 
will not dehumanize o u r tax 
administration.’’ 


“ It will not be man against 
machine — the individual tax­ 
payer against a giant, imper­ 
sonal monster that thrives only 
on numbers,” Dillon said 


PERSONAL CONTACTS’ 
Dillon said, “in fact, the new 
system should permit the in­ 
ternal revenue service to de­ 
vote more time to direct, per­ 
sonal contacts.” 
IRS eventually will pay an­ 
nual computer rentals of about 
s e v e n million dollars. 
The 
agency said the electronic sys­ 
tem will be more expensive 
than the present one but will 
be able to do more work and 
raise more revenue. 


The government is counting 
on the computers to help de­ 
tect tax cheats, who are esti­ 
m ated to evade about five mil­ 
lion dollars in taxes each year. 
The computers will cross-check 
the figures on every tax return 
against reported paym ents to

Areas Bill 


Is Denounced 


SACRAMENTO (UPI)—A bill 
to freeze wilderness areas into 
the 
nation's 
forests was de­ 
nounced today as “unnecessary 
and harmful to the 
nation's 
economy.” 


Gordon Goodwin, chairman 
of the public lands committee 
for the Western Oil and Gas 
Assn., appeared before a house 
subcommittee headed by Rep. 
Gracie Pfost (D-lda). 


He said the existing seven 
million acres of wilderness, 
wild and canoe lands within 
national forests are used by 
less than 1 per cent of all visi­ 
tors to the forests. 


“This limited use indicates 
that there is no need to freeze 
48 million additional ¿.eres in a 
wilderness system,” Goodwin 
told Mrs. Pfost. 


The oil spokesman said that 
the bill, which would result in 
large areas of public lands be­ 
ing administered for a single 
use wilderness, ignores the con­ 
cept of administering 
public 
lands for multiple uses. He said 
multiple uses 
practices 
had 
“resulted in a maximum econ­ 
omic and esthetic return to the 
people of the United States.”

In few areas has the consum­ 
er so eagerly welcomed change 
as in the food marketing area 
in recent years. The grocers’ 
shelves

en foods and the like

Presenting a concensus of 
many opinions from the food 
industry, he says, to expect 
more tenderized meats, as to­ 
day’s least popular cuts are

beef by injections of an enzyme 
into cattle just before slaugh­ 
ter.

"The married couples in this 
group are our best a ccum ula­ 
tors of goods, saving less and 
buying more than their elders,”

this “ discretionary” dollar is 
what the food industry is plan- 
ning by producing more g o u r­ 
met foods already processed 
and ready to warm and serve; 
more specialty dishes, 
m ore 
attractive edibles of all kinds 
that go far beyond the basic 
meat-potato-vegetable 
necessi­ 
ties. 


WISER. DISCERNING 
Comfort says, “ P r o d u c t s 
once within the means of only 
presidents and a favored few 
are now within easy reach of 
today's young voter. This is th ° 
group that will have a dom i­ 
nant voice in shaping to m o r­ 
row's kitchen, not because of 
numbers alone, but because of 
influence. The young adult of 
1970— particularly

A Man Who Made Public 
Relations Into A Science 


It is rare indeed that a newspaper 
would feel called upon to editorialize 
about the death of a publicist or a poli­ 
tical flack. But Clem Whitaker raised 
his profession to so nearly a science that 
he won for Whitaker and Baxter the re­ 
spect and admiration of the press, the 
politician and the public. 
With his wife, Leone, the Baxter half 
of the firm, he left newspaper life in 
1930 and set up his first firm to handle 
political candidates. As success follow­ 
ed success, they branched out into oth­ 
er public relations fields, handling such 
things as a nationwide campaign by the 
American Medical Association, the Cen­ 
tral Valley Project, school bonds, teach­ 
ers’ salaries, the affairs of private in­ 
dustries; and campaigns against “Ham 
and Eggs.” the single tax and m a n y 
more. 
The basis of their reputation remain­ 
ed in the political field. They handled 
campaigns for governors, senators and 
congressmen, 
for 
assemblyman 
and 
state senators, even for lesser political 
posts. And they had a tremendously 


high percentage of victories. 
Three years ago, friendly, gangling 
Clem and his wife devoted themselves 
to W hitaker and Baxter International, 
a public relations consulting firm and 
n e w e s t of their organizations. They 
turned Whitaker and Baxter over to 
their son. Clem (Scoop) Whitaker Jr.. 
and two Marinites, James Dorais of 
Greenbrae and Newton Stearns of San 
Rafael. 
From them home in Kent Woodlands, 
they g u i d e d the new international 
agency, in Washington and in foreign 
lands. And they went wherever in the 
world they hoped they could be of some 
help.. 
W e’ll miss Clem Whitaker. He was a 
good newspaperman himself and knew 
what newspapermen wanted and need­ 
ed. He used that knowledge and his 
canny ability to build the f i r s t and, 
without doubt, the outstanding profes­ 
sional campaign management firm in 
the nation. 
Our sypmathy goes out to the Whit­ 
aker family.

I wish to thank Mrs. Shot- 
well for writing, and you for 
publishing her letter of Oct. 
31, calling our attention to 
the failure of the United Na­ 
tions to bring about world 
peace. 
However, I wonder if we, 
ourselves, 
should 
not 
take 
some of the responsibility for 
the “ failures” that have been 
so disturbingly evident? 
The basic philosophy and 
structure of the United Na­ 
tions is sound and its ideal of 
striving for universal human 
rights, as opposed to indivi­ 
dual national rights can only 
be applauded by the people in 
a world made sick with fear 
of the horrors of nuclear war. 
The record of the major 
powers (ours and the others» 
in voting and speaking for 
self-interest is quite apparent. 
The speeches in the past few 
weeks since Russian bomb 
testing are especially trans­ 
parent. Our spokesmen today 
are saying the same things 
the Soviet bloc were saying in 
1957-58 
regarding 
nuclear 
bomb testing bans and dis­ 
armament. The Soviets have 
taken the position formerly 
held by us. 
It seems obvious that the 
Security Council has been and 
still is used for political man­ 
euvering and propaganda for 
self-interest. 


Four years ago the West 
was demanding general dis­ 
armament before considering 
a ban on nuclear testing. Now 
the positions are reversed; we 
are demanding a test ban be­ 
fore 
considering 
disarma­ 
ment. Even this we cannot 
come out strongly for now 
because we must explode a 
few more bombs to “catch up” 
in the atmospheric contami­ 
nation race. 


We have the 
instrument 
(the U.N.) necessary for inter­ 
national communication and 
mutual 
responsibility 
for 
world problems. The results 
of the use of the instrument 
depend on the users. It’s ana­ 
logous 
to 
a 
walking 
stick 
which we pick up to help us 
climb a difficult hill or lift 
it up to strike our companion. 
I say companion because we 
do have a “common enemy.” 
which is the unimaginable de- 


struction and desolation of 
nuclear war. 
I’m sure the possibility of 
the 
advancement 
of world 
Communism remains as long 
as the world remains intact, 
but so does Capitalism have 
the 
same 
opportunity. 
Al­ 
though both sides have made 
declarations that the world 
will be saved and made free 
only 
through 
thei& chosen 
system, 
history 
has 
shown 
modifications on both sides 
and new combinations of both 
systems are emerging in new’ 
nations. 
Let us face up to the fact 
that none of us are complete­ 
ly “ free” agents but are mu­ 
tually dependent, in the fam­ 
ily, the community, the na­ 
tion and now, in the world. 
We m ust co-exist and we must 
respect 
the rights of each 
other. 
War, cold or hot, has not 
been and more obviously now, 
can never be the solution or 
resolution of our problems. 
Let us unite with the peo­ 
ple of the world, accept our 
responsibility 
to 
keep 
the 
peace by working toward un­ 
derstanding and respect for 
one another. 
Let us find a way to create 
a 
truly 
international 
U.N. 
which will go forward to pro­ 
tect the rights of all human 
beings and preserve the chil­ 
dren of today for a better 
world tomorrow’.

The other day we went to 
see the man at Muir Beach 
who raises Chinese redwoods 
from seeds smuggled out of 
China in 1949 and who is now 
receiving Red inquiries on 
how’ to raise redwoods in Rus­ 
sia. 
We wonder if it might not 
be a good idea to have a tree- 
to-people interchange which 
might run second or third 
some day to our present peo- 
ple-to-people program. 
Warren Anderson, a spark- 
ling-eved man of 67, lives in 
Frank's Valley with a friend­ 
ly. purring black cat. He raises 
50 varieties of redwood. He 
has a burl 500 years old. He 
has a tree which is the only 
tree w’hich will grow 5.000 
years. He has red redwoods 
and white redwoods and a 
green rose. He’s fabulous. 
He said “I'm so busy raising 
redwoods and rare plants that 
I don't have time to take care 
of my house.” He has no wife. 
He reads books. 


THE FOG had blown in and, 
as a buzzard circled over the 
nearby ridge. Anderson show­ 
ed us his redwoods by flash­ 
light. 
“These 
are midgets,” he 
said. “They grow one inch per 
year, have all white wrood, 
never grow over 50 feet. Not 
all redwoods are giants.” 
He showed us two Chinese 
Dawn redw’oods getting ready 
to shed leaves. He said “My 
cat has been climbing up the 
bark of this one.” 
Anderson said the tree has 
to be grown from cuttings. 
“No more seeds since 1949 
when the Red army took over. 
Last shipment of seeds was 
smuggled out by Dr. Linn 
Gressett, roving biologist of 
the Academy of Sciences in 
San Francisco. 


“ NINETY-EIGHT per cent 
of my business is from out­ 
side California,” the tree man 
said. He pointed his flashlight 
at the Giant Cryptomaria of 
Japan. “I’ve got 43 govern­ 
ments interested in growing 
redwoods,” he said. 
Then he showed us some 
flat top coast redw’oods and 
some weeping redw oods. 
“I got the first redwood to 
grow on 
the Golden Gate 
Bridge, the entrance to the 


HE WENT INTO the house. 
which Anderson said is made 
of redwood, where he put 
some wood in the stove he 
uses for cooking and heating. 
He said tie receives letters 
from all over the world from 
people who report on how the 
trees he sent them are doing. 
“Can’t 
send 
anything to 
China under the Reds. They’re 
not progressive. They're re­ 
pressive. 
Their 
Dawn 
red­ 
woods are threatened with ex. 
tinction, only about 1.000 left 
in all China. 
“But I've got 6.000 Dawn 
redwoods 
growing 
in 
the 
states, so they won’t go ex­ 
tinct, and a total of 35,000 
redwoods in 50 states.” 
Anderson, once 
a h i g h 
school principal and once an 
ad man. started raising red­ 
woods in Kentfield in 1949, 
Thirty countries have received 
either seeds or small plants 
from him. 


MUIR BEACH has a fine cli­ 
mate for redwoods, Anderson 
said. He added he is starting 
an Arctic garden and that 
“I’ve located the only coffee 
in the w’orld without caffein.” 
He said the midget red- 
w’ood, Mipesequoia, has white 
wood and Paleosequoia red­ 
wood. The two trees crossed 
and 
produced 
our present 
Coast redwood forest, a mix­ 
ture of red and white wood. 
Anderson said he is to have 
a book published by MacMil­ 
lan on redwoods as soon as he 
gets the last five species out 
of 17 ready for photographing. 
On leaving, he said he en­ 
joyed the visit, said, “Other­ 
wise I would have been read­ 
ing a book.”

Time For U.S. 'Giant Step' Toward 


Closer Trade Program For West

WASHINGTON — In 
a 
statement issued jointly by

The giant step is in the field 
of tariffs and trade policy, 
and the direction of the giant 
step is towards a much closer 
trading relationship with the 
non-Communist world.

The significance of the 
step is that it will draw’ to­ 
gether 
the

competing with it effectively, 
and of co-existing with it se­ 
curely. 


IT IS A GRANDIOSE un­ 
dertaking. But it is not a vi­ 
sion in the air. The Atlantic 
Community has existed as an 
historic fact since the Span­ 
ish and the Portuguese, the 
French, the British, the Dutch 
and 
the 
Swedes, 
colonized 
North 
and 
South 
America 
some three centuries ago. 
The experience of the Sec­ 
ond World W ar has taught 
the American people that it 
would be an illusion to think 
that they can return to the 
isolation of the Nineteenth 
Century. 


IT HAS BECOME unwork­ 
able 
with 
the 
decision 
of 
Great Britain to join the Com­ 
mon Market, a decision that 
may be one of the most mo­ 
mentous in modern European 
history. It has become unde­ 
sirable to adhere to our tra­ 
ditional tariff policy, because 
we cannot afford to miss the 


opportunity to participate in 
a movement w’hich will lift 
the 
non-Communist 
world 
out of the doldrums. 
These are big words, and 
they might w’ell be so much 
hot air if it were not that 
there is already under way 
negotiation of the term s of 
the new trading community. 
We shall not come directly 
into these negotiations until 
Britain, having taken care of 
the vital interests of the Com­ 
monwealth, has been accepted 
as a member of the Common 
Market. More or less simul­ 
taneously there will come in­ 
to it also, with certain reser­ 
vations, Switzerland, Austria, 
and Scandinavian countries. 


WHEN THIS HAS been ac­ 
complished, we shall have to 
be ready to take what Messrs. 
H erter and Clayton call the 
giant 
step. 
The 
enlarged 
Common Market wili contain 
more than 300,000,000 people 
working and living in what 
will soon be a free trade area. 
There can be no doubt that 
in such a big m arket Euro­ 
pean industry will advance 
spectacularly. 


This will confront us with 
the question of whether we 
should seal ourselves up in 
our own m arket or move to 
open up access for our ex­ 
ports to 
the 
much 
larger 
European 
markets. 
If 
we 
choose to open up the access, 
we shall not obtain it as a 
favor or because Europe is 
greateful to us, or even be­ 
cause Europe depends upon 
us to save it from the military 
power of the Soviet Union. 
We shall be able to open up 
the 
European 
Market 
to 
American business only if in 
return we open up the Ameri­ 
can market to European busi­ 
ness.
